The American Beverage 
Association (ABA); — has 
approved a new school vending 
policy. aimed at providing 
lower-calorie and/or nutritious 
beverages to schools and limit- 
ing the availability of soft drinks 
in schools, 

The Alabama» Soft’ Drink 
Association (“ASDA”) strongly 
supports the new enclosed 


+ School Vending Policy accord- 


ing to a news release by the 
association Monday. This new 


‘School Vending Policy is very 


similar to the existing policy in 
Alabama, which was recently 
adopted by the Alabama Board 
of Education, 

Alabama soft drink. bottlers 
will continue to comply with the 
Board of Education policy and 
existing Federal Regulations and, 
in addition, by January |, 2006, 
Alabama bottlers will also com- 
ply with the new ABA policy. 


Under the new policy, the 
beverage industry will provide: 

* Elementary Schools with 
only water and 100 percent 
juice. 

* Middle Schools’ with only 
nutritious and/or lower calorie 
beverages, such as water, 100 
percent juice; sports.drinks, no- 
calorie ‘soft drinks, and low- 
calorie juice drinks. No full- 
calorie soft drinks or full-calorie 
juice drinks with five percent or 
less juice until after school; and 

* High Schools with a variety 
of beverage choices; such as 
bottled water, 100 percent juice, 
sports drinks, and juice drinks, 
No more than 50 percent of the 
vending selections will be soft 
drinks, 

“Childhood obesity is a seri- 
ous problem in the U.S., and the 
responsibility for finding com- 
mon-sense solutions is shared 
by everyone, including | our 
industry. We intend to be part of 
the solution by increasing the 
availability of lower-calorie 
and/or nutritious beverages in 
schools,” said Susan K. Neely, 
ABA president and chief execu- 
tive officer.

and this season was ranked #4 in 
the Class 2A preseason poll. The 
Bears averaged over 30 points a 
game a year ago and look to be 
explosive once again, led by 
halfbacks Michael Curry and 
Rhy-Shaun Tillman, along with 
fullback Brandon Outlaw.

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Coffee County BOE members discuss 
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fuel conservation during monthly meeting

Following suit with many 
other organizations across the 
area, the Coffee County Board 
of Education discussed fuel con- 
servation last Thursday evening, 
Sept. 1, during the board's regu- 
lar monthly meeting. 

Superintendent Dr. Linda 
Ingram said as of Thursday 
morning, the schools combined 
had. about 3,500 - 3,800 gallons 
of diesel fuel in the tanks. She 
said. it_takes-approximately 
2,300. gallons per week to oper- 
ate the buses. 

“We probably have a week 
and a half with what we have 
today,” Ingram said. “We are on 
the priority need list with our 
supplier.” 

However, she said exactly 
when the supplier would be able 
to deliver fuel was uncertain late 
last week due to Hurricane 


Katrina. 


the Church of God also deliv- 
ered food and supplies in opera- 
tion compassion; 

Bayou LaBatre is in the far 
western most southern part of 
Alabama. Oyster industry is the 
main stable of industry. Over 
one. thousand homes where 
either destroyed by the winds of 
Hurricane Katrina or were 
flooded by the storm surge. 

Electricity slowly is being

In regards to football games, 
she said the groups would com- 
bine for space allowing the 
schools to cut back on the num- 
ber of buses currently being 
used. Also, she said the office 
personnel would limit travel 
until concern is lifted. 

Ingram also told board mem- 
bers Thursday evening that chil- 
dren who are victims of 
Hurricane Katrina displaced to 
the area would be welcome to 
attend the Coffee County 
Schools. She said the. state 
department of education will 
allow local schools to waive 
restrictions regarding records to 


allow the children to return to 
school. 

Board members approved a 
recommendation from Ingram 
to award the Zion Chapel roof 
bid at $749,008 for the gym and 
elementary building. Ingram 
said the system. will waive 
approximately $25,000 on sales 
tax through this bid which will 
bring it down to. arognd 
$724,000.
